Venus Shot

WASHINGTON (AP)- The Na- 


tional Aeronaulics and Space Ad- 
ministration revised earlier esti- 
mates for its Venus-bound Mari- 
ner 2 today and said the space 
probe will miss the planet by 20,- 
000 miles instead of 9.000. 


The space agency said this is 


still within the pie-shaped target 
area extending from 5,000 to 40,000 
miles from Venus, "Well within 
the region where the scientific 
planetary experiments are expect- 
ed to be very effective."'
